58,351 Visitors : 
Alberta Parks 


Growing popularity of Alberta's 
parks is demonstrated by official 
figures on the number of motor visi- 
tors to these national resorts and 
playgrounds during tthe six months 
ended Sept. 80, 1937. 

In ithat period there were no less 
than 258,351 motor visitors to these 
parks, coming from all parts of the 
country. Banff led ‘the way with 182,- 
708 visitors by motor, while next was 
Elk Island park with 59,553, Water- 
ton with 59,020, Buffalo park at 
Wainwright, with 7.478 and Jasper 
with 4,592, the latter being and in- 
crease of 1,201 over the previous sea- 
son, :

Night Deaths to be Halved 


Withic the first few months of 
the campaign surveys made by 
competent traffic engineers indi- 
cate that by the adoption of the 
Legion's proposal the automobile 
accident record of Mlinois, approxi- 
mating 16,000 each year, will be cut 
almost in half. 

This program is outlined by 
Matthew J. Murphy, immediate Past 


Department Commander of Illingis, 
under whose administration it was 
initiated. Past Commander Murphy 
writes: 

“It seems to me that any discus- 
sion of street and highway safety 
leads naturally into the subject of 
street and highway lighting — a 
highly effective measure which may 
be adopted to eliminate the extra 
hazard of night drivirg. Lighting 
the highways will bring about a 
marked reduction in the number of 
accidents and fatalities. 


Darkness Increases Death 
“It is known that with the coming 
of darkness, when highway trafic 
is only twenty-five percert of the 
(otal traffic, the accicert toll in- 
creases. While only forty-eight per- 


cent of all motor vehicle accidents 
occur at night, the total of the 
night accidents accounts for sixty 
percent of the deaths. 


“Lighting of heavily trafficked 
arterial highways for their entire 
length and illumination of second- 
ary roads at critical points where 
accidents are Hable to occur is ex- 
tremely important. In preof of this 
statement may be cited the expert- 
ence of Detroit, which recently an- 
nournce? tkat $3,000,000 would be 
expenced for improved street light- 
ing to replace obsolete ixnstallatiuns. 
This followed a test izstallation on 
three modern street lighting pro} 
ects. Before the rew lights were 
placed there had been forty night 
automobile fatalities on these 
streets within a two asd ore-half 


visible, five hundred feet ahead. 


The record for the 
first four months after the modern 
lighting system wags installed was 
completely free of night-driving 
fatalities. 


Costs Estimated 

“In Illinois engineering experts 
have estimated the cost of satis- 
factory highway lighting installa 
tion at less than ten percent of the 
initial corstruction cost of a four- 
lane highway. Estimates are cited 
to show that adequate lighting of 
public streets and highways is not 
too expensive to consider from the 
viewpoint of its value as a definite 
public improvement, when it is 
realized that the economic loss at- 
tributable to automobile accidents 
each year in the State of DMnois 
runs into the millions. 


' “The Legion’s campaign for light- 
ing the highways was carried to 
the State Legislature last year, 
when the Safety Committee peti- 
tioned that body to give considera- 
tion to the subject, The result was 
the adoption by unanimous vote in 
both Houses of a resolution intro 
duced by Representative Richard 
J. Daley of Chicago, approving the 
project and calling upon the proper 
highway authorities to give study 
and attention to the proposed sys- 
tem. 


Statistics Show Lighting Effective 


“Only recently has much data 
been available on the effect of ade- 
quate lighting on the night auto 
mobile accident rate. But every 


recent inquiry has shown that in- 
stallation of night lighting has re- 
duced tremendously the number of 
automobile accidents. Arnold H. 
Vey, traffic engineer of New Jersey, 
has made a constructive analysis 
of day and night accidents on a 
well lighted and heavily travejed 
section of Route No. 24 and on a 
lightly traveled, but unlighted, sec- 
tion of Route No. 26. On the first 
—the lighted route—the accident 
rate per million vehicle miles was 
3.10 by day and 2.61 by night. On 
the unlighted route the average for 
three sections was 2.50 by day and 
8.00 at night. Another striking ex-

Had it been wild mustard the far- 
mer «was after, remarks B. Leslie 
Emslie, who tells the story, there 
might have been some extcuse ior 
getting the hired man up a‘ that 
unearthly hour, for it is while the 
dew still lingers on the vegetation 
that powdered ‘cyanamid may tbe ap- 
plied effectively in the eradication of 
wild mustard growing among and 
competing wilth the grain. 

Cyanamid, dusted on at the rate 
of 100 lb. per acre when the ycung 
grain plants are ithree or four inches 
high, has proved wonderfully effec- 
tive in destroying wild mustard, vul- 
nerable because of its ‘flait-growing. 
broard, hairy leaves to which the 
pulverized cyanamid adheres, though 
not to the narrower, smoother, up- 
night shoots of the grain ‘crop. The 
latter may he slightly discolored ut 
soon recover and grow. with renewed 
vigor, since cyanamid is also a fer- 
tilizer containing 22% of nitrogen. 
‘On fields which are to be treated 
with cyamid as a -weed-killer, it is 
a wise precaution to apply at seeding 
timie 200 or 750 lbs. of 0-16-6 fer- 
tilizer per acre, thug furnishing the 
necessary phosphate and potash to 
ensure plumper, earlier maturing 
brain and stiffer straw. This’ is rec- 
ommended especially for fields where 
| grain crops show a tendency ro lodge.

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PEOPLE DO | 
GO TO CHURCH 

A familiar comment in these days 
ig thait the churches are empty. Such 
could hardly have been written by 
anyone who has attended a churcl 
service, or even arisen early enough 
on a Sunday morning to pass by a 
church and observe the folks. People 
are really going to church—to all 
kinds ‘of churches—even places with 
uncomfortable sealts and wath sleep- 
producing pastors. ; 

Attendance at. a church service 
does not necessarily mean that a 
church is flourishing in 'the way it 
should flourish. It does not neces- 
sarily mean that the members of the 
tongregation are experiencing 4 
spiritual flux; that they Jove ttheir 
fellow man; and tthat they havé com- 
mitted themselves exclusively to good 
works. But attendance at a church 
does indicate that Ithey are 'wrong 
who say that the churches are not 
being attended. 


And if they are wrong on that 
point, they may also be Wrong in 
their criticism that this is a shallow 
age—berefit of spiritual emotion. The 
continual rebuffs. to which faith in 
thesé days is subjected does ~ not 
necessarily mean that there is no 
faith left. Cruelty and downright bad- 
ness can walk unhindered over much 
of the world, but that ts no clear 
proof that nothing remains of virtue. 
{ft may only prove that man’s intel- 
lectual deliberations cannot ibe entire- 


ly depended upon to produce sotutions| 
to problems which arise.

. |THE RADIO’ 


While radio listeners are not likely 
to greet with overwhelming enthus- 
jiasm the news that they must in- 
crease their contributions to the Do- 
minion Government fby 25 percent, ff 
they own one set, or by 150 percent 
if they own two, it will stil) be true 
that the radio offers the most inex- 
(pensive form 7 entertainment avail- 
able. Two important facts may ibe 
noted in the statement of the Minis- 
ter of Transport announcing the in- 
crease. One is that the new revenue 
estimated at $650,000, will be langely 
devoted ‘to improvement of the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Conporation’s pro- 
grammes. The other is that adver- 
tising,over the Corporation’s stations 
will be decreased. 


These two developments should put 
some sugar on, the pill of increased 
taxation. Whether radio advertising 
is effective or not, it is rarely enter- 
taining, and most listeners demand 
entertainment and endure advertis- 
fing. Moreover, it may tbe seriously 
questioned whether it is proper for a 
governmental department to indulge 
in a commercial activity which un- 
doubtedly competes with private ibusi- 
ness. Sellers of other forms of ad- 
vertising have no legitimate com- 
plaint if a private radio station can 
secure part of an advertising appro- 
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\ cate which 
jthey have taken in: 
sell readily. are other rea- 


sons, of course, for the slump in mo- 
tor sales. Fewer people have depend- 
able incomes out of which to.buy new 
cans, for one thing, . Tens of thou-: 


sands’ are making the old car do for 
the time , ‘busines ‘takes 
another upturn. 


Most people would rather have 4 
1938. model than a 1936 or ‘36, or 
even a '37. But even those who can- 
not afford this year’s car, would in 
many cases bhuy-# sound last year's 
model df they could get it at a fair 
price, and on easy terms. Almost 
any Of the used cary offered by deal- 
ers ig better than some cars still in 
use Of ‘antiquated vintage. 

We do not expect anybody to take 
our adivice, fbut why don’t the auto- 
mobile manufacturers and dealers get 
together and fix things so that it is 
as easy to buy a used car as a new 
one? The way it is done now any- 
body can buy a new car on very long 
and easy instalment payments, but in 
buying a used car he has to pay 4 
higher proportion of cash and finish 
his payments in a much shorter time. 

It would ‘be a good thing all around 
if good used cars of recent years 
could be bought on terms comparapie 
with new cars. (t would ibe worth 
while from every point of view if all 
the “jink” cars now on the highways 
could fbe taken in trade on used car 
gales and gent to the scrap-heap, 
where they belong. : 

We wait to see what company wil!

its allowance on trade-ins for used 
car purchasers depend on the age of

When winter comes, -chilblaing be- 
gin to afflict those who are not in 
good health, whose circulation is 
poor and whore clothing ts possitly 
insufficient. By far the most commion 
locaition for chitblaines is the feet, but 
neither 'the hands nor tthe ears escape. 


At the point where tthe chilblain 
develops, ‘there is, first of all, a tingr 
ling sensaltion, then itching. A blister, 
‘which has a purplish tinge, forme 
over the area. This blister is painful 
and when it breaks, an open sore is 
left which is slow to heal. 


To avoid chilblains, the feet must 
be protected and kept warm by shoes 
and stockings which are neither so 
tight as to interfére with circulation, 
nor so thin as 'to allow for chilling 
of the feet. Tightly-fitting shoes, 
with thin soles, over thin stockings, 
invite Itrouble, as do stockings which 
are so heavy as to cause tthe feet to 
perspire. 


When the hands and feet are chil- 
led they should be kept away from 
open fire-place, stove or radiator. A 
sudden change from cold to excessive 
warmth causes a rush of blood to the 
parts which have been chilled, and 
this leads to irritation, followed by 
chilblains, 


Under such circumstances, suppos- 
ing it is the feet which are cold, the 
proper procedure is to remove shoes 
and stockings. First of all, the feet 
should be placed in cold water and 
then given a ‘brisk rub with a rough 
‘powel. This treatment restores cir- 
culation gradually and averts trouble. 


A poor state of health may‘be the 
underlying cause of chilblains, and 
\jso it follows that, {as a practical 
measure of prevention, the general 
health should receive attention 
through proper diet and such hygienic 
essentials as fresh air, rest, exercise, 
cleanliness and elimination. 


In many homes, the floors are cold, 
and in such homes, the mother who 
stands for so many hours, doing her 
housework, develops chilblains on her 
heels and the sides of her feet. To 
some extent, this may be overcome 
by wearing heavier shoes and warmer 
stockings, but more attention shouid 
ibe given to warming the floors. 


Painting the partis with tincture of 
iodine rwill stop the itching at the 
onset. If an open sore develops, it is 
well ito remember the danger of in- 
fection that attends all open sores 
and secure skilled treatment.

Germany: The Last Four Years 
“The Banker in its issue of 
(February, 1937, published an an- 
alysis of the economic and social sit- 
uation in Germany by one who calls 
him Germanicus. He claimed that 
Germany had not achieved, and that 
the internal condition of the coun- 
try, especially her agricultural pro- 
duction, was menacing. He also sub- 
mitted the alleged budgets of Herr 
Schacht to some very incisive analy- 
‘sis. The publication led to a rebuttal 
from the. German Institute of Busi- 
mess Research, and now in this vol- 
ume we have the original analysis, 
the rebuttal of the German Institute, 
and the counter-reply of Germanicus. 
It is all very stimulating, especially 
to an economist, and the present un- 


‘some weight, to the strictures of Ger-

Germanicus is resolutely opposed 
lto “the constant stream of propa- 
ganda in favor of credits for Ger- 
many.’ He says that ‘the notion that 
‘English money would stem the tide

|From the standpoint of the investor, 
‘Germany is a bottomless pit;” it is 
difficult for most Englishmen to dis- 
cover any fundamental differences 
ibetween the ‘principles’ of Com- 
jmunism and Naziism;” and he con- 
\cludes that Herr Hitler must reap 
what he has shown and his ‘nuisance 
\value’ must be discounted in his own 
\digilusioned country and not in the 
icity of London.

The map shows 
the provinces, districts, railway lines, 
cities, towns, main rivers and prin- 
cipal lakes and islands, It ds 25 inches 
by 36 inches in size and 19 suitable 
for ready reference fur general in- 
formation about Canada’s 3,604,863 
square miles of territory.
